A UIVAI. TO THE YOSEMIfB. 


Allt«clton» o f Ihe Great Klnn'» Rlwi> Canon. 


A San Francisco despatch says: 
John 


Muir, the naturalist, and Charles D. Eob- 
Inson, the artist, have juet leturned from 
a trip through the King's Elver canon, 
above Yoeemite Valley. Thehhrdshlps of 
the trip broke down Mulr's strength, and 
has been confined to his bed since his re- 
turn. 
Robinson has made several flne 


sketches of the scenery in tte canon which 
he declares is raucli more impressive than 
that of the valley. Except n the matter 
of waterfalls, he asserts, thd Yosemito la 
not in it, when compared with the great 
King's Elver canon. 
He added: "You can see the \osemite 


and Hetchy Hetchy valleys together In the 
King's River canon, and ,here will be 
plenty of room to move them up and down 
that canon lengthwise. 
The canon in- 
creases In importance and magnitude as 
you go up the valley, but the broadest 
spaces are found near its mouth. The nar- 
rowest part, where the glaciers have 
worked moat actively, Is at ts upper end, 
and there Its walls are the loftiest." 
One of 
Robinson's 
sLetches shows 


Mount Hutchlngs, a,bold peakrlsing 6,000 
feet above the floor of tbe ralley, through 
which flows a pidturesque stream known 
as the South Fork of King'! Elver. 
The 


only waterfall of any magnitude is -Roar- 
ing River Falls, BO feet wHe by 100 feet 
high. The water falls over a precipice, 
making a.beautifulfan of foam,and spread- 
Ing out Into Roaring JRIv«r. 
The wall 


back of It stands a ,000 leet ^bove the level 
ot the river, and on Ibe left side rises a. 
peak, on the top of which snow falls while 
It rains on the river below. 
Tbe Muir Dome, about half way up the 


valley, is an imposing mountain and re- 
sembles the North Dome of the Yosemite. 
It stands nearly 5000 feet above the level 
of the valley and is really an elevated 
ridge, the front face of which bears a 
strong resemblance to El Capitan, In tbe 
Yosemite Valley. Another sketch por- 
trays a wall ol blue granlti, roughly fur- 
rowed by the storms of centuries. Muir 
named it "Seven Gables," on account of 
its remarkable resemblance, U> tbe gables 
of an immense building. At the foot of 
this 
mountain Is a beautltul emerald 


meadow, tbe sides of which are studded 
with giant sequoias. Tbe highest aummit 
crossed by Robinson ani Muir stands 
8.SCO feet above sea Jevel. 
In the canon are flve groups of sequoias, 


one of the trees, named "General Grant, 
measuring thirty-nine feet in diameter at 
the base. 
The tronk bas been turned 


IrOm a circular form into' an elipse, ana 
Its original diameter must have been mUre 
than forty-feet, i The valley Is 1001 infles 
east from Fresno and is uninhabited save 
by a few dwellers in cabins.
